with difficulty, announced 


that he -was choking.

SAN FRANCISCO. Jan. 4.—As an ex-

Mr. Hearst. His appearance in the ban- 
quet room started a burst of applause 
which lasted, for several 'minutes. 


CHEERS FOR MRS. HEARST. 


Shortly after the guests liad been seated 


e.t the table, a group of women appeared 
on (he balcony overlooking the' banquet 
room. Prominent amons these were Mrs. 
Phebe A. Hearst, mother of the pub- 
lisher, and Mrs. William Randolph Hearst. 
Their appearance, was the signal for great] 
cheering and applause on the part of the 
men below, every one of whom stood up 
to pay them homage. 


This is Mr. Hearst's first visit to San 


Francisco since the hard fought battle for 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition was fought 
ana won. San Franciscans appreciate the 
part he took in that memorable struggle, 
casting aside as he did all considerations, 
political and .otherwise, for San Fran- 
cisco and California. 


Mr. Hearst was introduced by Presi-

San Francisco Attorney and 


Politician Dies Quickly of 


His Injuries. 


Jesso "W. Bryan, a local attorney and 


prominent figure in "Democratic circles, 
was run down by a light automobile on 
Market street In front of the Crocker 
building last evening and died in a few 
minutes later at the Harbor Emergency 
hospital. The wheels of the machine pass- 
ed over his body, but left no visible 
traces of bruises, and it is not known 
whether death was due to internal in- 
juries or heart failure. 


Bryan was crossing Market street from 


the Palace hotel at 4:45 o'clock. Just after 
crossing the car tracks he saw the run- 
about of General-manager R. J. 
Hunt- 


ington of tho 
O.tis Elevator company 


driven by Louis H. Watson, within a 
few feet of him. 


In confur-icm he stepped back and fell, 


and the machine, which Watson had 
veered out to pass behind Bryan, struck 
his body. It was going at a slow rate 
of speed and two of the side wheels 
passed over Bryan's stomach. 


He was picked up and placed in the 


machine by Corporal Charles Goft and 
Traffic Patrolman 
Edward 
•Wiskotcbill, 


and hurried to tha Harbor hospital. He 
retained consciousness and asked for his 
physician, Dr. J. Wilson Shields. 
He 


died fifteen minutes later. 
Dr. W. A. 


Sampson of the Harbor hospital said that 
an external examination was unable to 
show whether death was due to heart 
failure or injuries. 


FATHER DIED RECENTLY. 


A pathetic part of Bryan's sudden daath 


was the fact that his lately widowed 
mother was at home at 2614 Laguna'Street 
waiting for his return, and though in- 
formed of the accident was kept in ig- 
noraace of his death for several hours 
as it was feared that the knowledge of 
her second loss would prove fatal to her. 
Her husband died on October 21. 


The only other member of the family 


is an elder brother John, who lives en a 
ranch near Hollister. 
Word 
was 
im- 


mediately sent to him and it is expected 
that he will arrive here today. 


Bryan was 37 years of ago and un- 


married. He was educated 
at 
Santa 


Clara college, and was at one time Dis- 
trict Aitorney of Monterey county.1 His 
father was W. J. Bryan, former post- 
master of the city under Presideiit,Cleve- 
land. For many years the elder Bryan 
conducted a drug store under the old 
Grand hotel at the corner of New Mont- 
gomery ar.d • Market streets, and it -was 
within a short distance of the place that 
he met his death. 


Goff placed Watson under arrest and

was released on $100 bail, the release being:

Second Assistant Postmaster- 


General Makes Annual 
! 
Report. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—A feature of 


the annual report of Joseph S. Stewart, 
second 
assistant 
postmaster 
general, 


made public yesterday, is a recommenda- 
tion that the government pay only for 
what it receives in the transportation of 
the mails. 
An elaborate discussion of the proposed 


plan of Postmaster-General Hitchcock to 
pay the railroads for actual service per- 
formed is presented. This plan, it is 
urged, "would eliminate all distinction 
between payment for weight and pay- 
ment for space and would be based on 
the space occupied by vthe mails in transit 
and -ttnf haul of the same." 


The plan would enable the government 


to "transport the mails at a rate of 6 per 
cent above actual cost to tho roads, the 
interstate commerce commission to have 
authority to resolve any differences that 
might arise between the railroads ami 
the postoffice department as to an eruii-j 
table adjustment.

Let Panama Alone. 


The proposal to "investigate" the Panama republic is just a 


piece of shabby, partizan politics. What good could come of such 
an investigation? 
The. rebublic oFPanama has been recognized 


by nearly all the civilized powers. 
Our title to the canal strip 


ests upon the validity of the Panama government. Surely nobody 
will propose, to. return Panama to the jurisdiction of Colombia and 
begin a new game of diplomatic hide and seek. 


The American people are pretty well informed about how the 


Republic of Panama came to be established. While the Caesarian 
operation which created a new nation overnight was not alto- 
gether creditable to the United States, it was one of those re- 
ourses which'conditions compel. Colombia showed herself deter- 
mined to block the canal project or insist upon wildlv absurd con- 
itions. Practically there was a scheme in the Colombian Congress 
o blackmail the United States. 


Then came the sudden secession of Panama from 
Colombia 


nd the prompt recognition of the new government by President 
ioosevelt. 
Of course, every person of intelligence understood 


.-hat was going on. It was plain that a new government had been 
organized to treat with the United States regarding the 'canal con-, 
cession. We could not come to terms with Colombia, so we helped 
establish a government that we could treat with. 


Now it cannot be contended that any harm has resulted. The 


canal is nearly completed and the Isthmus has been cleaned up 
and made healthy. This condition will not be disturbed. If the 
Democrats in Congress attempt to disturb it they will stir up a 
hornet's nest. The American people are bound to have the canal ; 
they want to see it opened as speedily as possible and they will not 
permit it to be held up to serve a partizan turn. An investigation 
would be a farce anyhow since it could produce no tangible result.

Information concerning a 
suicide 
which occurred last Monday became 
public after the Inquest at the morgue 
today over the body of Henry Gamp- 
bell, 40 years of age, TVho shot him- 
self through the brain in his room 
at 467 Twenty-sixth street sometime 
last Sunday night or Monday morn- 
ing.

The body of the suicide was found 
by j; Degelman, an aged man, who 
had ' been attending him during his 
illness, and who had been supplying 
him. with provisions and'other neces- 
saries.

Dear Sir: I have your letter of De- 
cember 26 enclosing Section 15 or ordi- 
nance No. 2962, which was a grant of a 
franchise to the Great Western Power 
Company. 


After examination of the law I am In- 
clined to the belief that the last provis- 
ion of said section, towlt: that which 
provides that if the city of Oakland shall 
elect to take any electricity, it must 
take., all electricity from said company, is 
nugatory, as it would be In • the nature 
of the city granting a monopoly, which 
is not within the power of the munici- 
pality to grant. I am satisfied, therefore, 
that the city, in the event it proposes 
to take over the lighting of the elec- 
troliers alone, could 'demand the Great 
Western Power Company to give the city 
rates at which it may be then selling 
like quantities of electricity to any other 
customer. 
I cannot see any legal objection to the 
buying of. electricity under those condi- 
tions from the Alameda plant. 
In regard to this matter beg to advise 
you that the Central Oakland Light and 
Power Company, in the event it contin- 
ues any other work in or under 
the 
streets of Oakland where it has no pre- 
vious permission so .to do, must now, 
under the state constitution and the 
charter of the city, obtain a franchise. 
The fact that its plant is not wholly 
completed does not Invest - it with any 
rights, and In the event of application, 
for permission to extend its lines, I ad- 
vise you that it is the duty of the.coun- 
cil 'to require this company to obtain a 
franchise, under the provisions of .which, 
of course, the city could obtain favora- 
ble rates for the furnishing of electricity, 
etc.
